VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


By LEONARD F. JAMES 


STOCKHOLM — 

Last week we voiced the strong 
suspicion that the North Korean in- 
vasion was Russian ageression by 
proxy. That suspicion seems to be 
thoroughly confirmed by a subse- 
quent statement by the Soviet for- 
eign Office. In substance this new 
doctrine goes far beyond Korea, 

As is to be expected, the state- 
ment begins by repeating the alle- 
gation that hostilities in Korea 
were started by a ‘‘provocative 
attack’? by South Korean troops. 
But it proceeds to justify North 
Korean aggression quite indepen 
dently of this ‘‘provocation.’’ The 
argument runs that the North \|Kor 
eans have as much right to arrange. 
at their discretion their internal 
national affairs as did the Unior 
ists against the Confederate states 
in the United States in the 1860’s. 


Russia Recognizes Aggression by 
Proxy 


This argument prepares the 
ground, of course, for far wider im- 
plications. Its apparent purpose is 
to give official Soviet approval of 
North Korean aggression, But it 
goes far beyond this. For the state- 
ment generally condemns any 
attempt ‘‘to throttle the struggle 
waged by peoples for national un- 
ity and for democratic rights.’’ 
And it must be understood that 
*‘democratic’’ as Russia uses it 
means whatever is momentarily 
appropriate to Moscow. 

Put simply, Russia is saying 
that whenever a group starts what 
is according to Moscow a fight for 
such ends, any intervention against 
the aggressor is a ‘“‘hostile act 
against peace”’ even if authorized 
by the United Nations. And what of 
Russia? It invariably adheres to a 
policy of strengthening peace the 
world over and to its traditional 
principle of non-inteference in the 
domestic affairs of other states.’’. 
Moscow conveniently ignores com- 
munist fifth columns and armed 
police of the East German type. 


Russia Rejects U.N. Anti-Aggress- 
ion Concept 


In effect, this statement offic- 
ially heralds a new phase in Rus- 
sia’s bid for world power. By it 
Moscow repudiates two concepts to 
which she has paid lip-service 
since 1945, two conceptions which 
were slender ties of peace between 
two worlds. The first of these is 
the United Nations concept that 
armed aggression be uncondition- 
ally ruled out as:a method of 
national policy, with the corollary 
that it is the responsibility of all 
to repress it when it breaks out 
The second cacept now thrown 
overboard is the Yalta-Potsdam 
agreements which established cer- 
tain geographical demarcation 
lines between Soviet and western 
spheres, pending a peace settle 
ment. Thus in one sweep, Russia 
denies the right of the world to un- 
ite against aggression, and claims 
for her satellites the right to dis- 
regard agreements. 

Russia has no leg to stand on 
in its legalistic quibbles. She par- 
ticipated in the pre-United Nations 
agreement that aggressive war 
had become an international crime. 
Her argument that she had no rep- 
resentative present when the Uni- 
ted Nations agreed to assist 
southern Korea in no way detracts 
from the right of other nations so 
to act. In August 1947 during the 
troubles in Indonesia, the Presi- 
dent of the Security Council de- 
clared that ‘‘those who abstain in- 
tentionally are not considered to 
have caused a veto.’’ That ruling 
was made in the presence of Rus- 
sia and was never questioned then 


or at any time prior to Jun 
this year. a

Peacethat whoever uses the atom 
bomb first should be labelled the 
aggressor, Let’s not be confuse 
by such nonsense. For that reso 
lution implies that if any invade 
used millions of troops and eve 
weapon except atomic ones, am 
that other nations in resisting th 
aggression decided to use tli 
atomic bomb, then those natin 
would be the official aggressor, 
Perhaps the time has come 
announce our firm determination i 
use it once Russian troops cros 
any European border. The Inta 
national Sommittes for the Stut 
of European Questions has soré 
ported to the prime ministers a 
foreign secretaries of the Weste 
Powers, feeling that the decisio 
might be beneficial if due notid 
is served by the United Nations, 
We must surely have at las 
wakened up to the fact that 
are dealing with a ruthless, U 
principaledand rapacious oppor 
whose ambitions are only excl 
by weakness. There is no defens 
against it except strength and t 
equally ruthless determina tion 
use any means to attempt to =: 
the free world from dominatiq 
From Greece, to the Berlin blo: 
ade, to Chechoslovakia and Kore 
the road is evident. And now R 
sia shows its intentions withe’ 
greater clarity. Aggression | 
proxy if successful can lead 
to open aggression.
